Prof. Greaves -Shows How 
Faulty Inflection Will 
Mar Speech. 



Prof. \V. 11. Greaves, M.A./ of the 
University of Toronto^ addressed the 
Empire Club yesterday at the,, King 
Edward Hotel, oa “Public Speaking.” 
Prof. Greaves, who. la an Instructor 
»t the University on this -oubje^t. as 
well a^eftpl&lnlng the (aultd*of pub- 
lic epeokero, demonstrated them by 
clever Imitation. He referred to tho 
effect of voice changes and the dan- 
ger of emphasizing certain feature#' 

Id speakJcg Insetad of befhg natural. 

He showed that the pitch bf the 
voice was Important In speaking, 
and with other details was much 
more Important than volume, which 
came with clear articulation and 
proper pltcf» of the voice. His de- 
monstration by Imitating 'vsxloua 
claseee of speakers was very effec- 
tive In exposing the faults of many 
would-be orators. Many preachers, 
he said, wrre bad speakers, although 
every close of professional men had 
about the same proportion of poor 
pubtlo speakers.

Many Interesting problems which 
have g relation to the welfare pf the 
various fairs held In the Dominion 
were 1 under discussion at the first 
Annual meeting of the members of 
tho Canadian Ansvdation of Exhi- 
bitions hold yesterday In the King 
Edward Hotel, with the president, 
D. T. Elderkln. • of P.eglns. In the 
chair. Representatives of exhibition 
boards In the chief cities of every 
province In Canada were In attend- 
ance. with' the eaceptJdn of Nova 
Scotia. The cities represented In- 
cluded Vancouver. New Westmins- 
ter, Calgary. Regloo, Saskatoon, 
Brandon, Winnipeg, Toronto. Lon- 
don, Guelph, OttAwo, Sherbrooke, Ht. 
John, N.B.: Fredericton. N.B., and 
Charlottetown. P.B.I. dtepresenta- 
tlves were also present from several 
of the senior United States fair as- 
sociations. Thomas Clarkson, of 
Hastlngb, New Zealand, who Is In 
Toronto, homoward bound from tho 
Wembley Falfi was also present and 
spoko. 

When President Elderkln, In his 
addreas, asked the members as to 
whether they would* make the con- 
vention an annual afTslr, they were 
unanimously In favor of meeting 
every year. The report of 8. W. 
'Johns.- of Saskatoon, secretary-trea- 
surer. rtiowed a rubirtscittAl surplus. 

Newspapers Dost Medium. 

In a discussion on ’’Advertising 
Exhibitions.** In which tho speakers 
Included John O. Kent, general msn- 
ager of the Canadian National Exhi- 
biting, Toronto, and John C. Simp- 
son, president of the World Amuse- 
ment Service Company, of Chicago, 
a special address to open the debate 
wai delivered- by J. B. Hay. publicity 
director of the Canadian National 
Exhibition. Mr. Hay said there was 
more complicated advertising 
proposition on earth than that of ad- 
vertising a fair. Tbe appeal must be 
mado so as to attract people In all 
walks of life, all having preferences 
In things that Interested them. There 
were local llkeh and dislikes to be 
considered. For Instance, harness 
and trotting horse meets were not 
featured at the C.N.E., bat there 
were many fairs where the trotting 
meets were the very life of the show. 
Of all the mediums of advertising 
the newspapers had. so far as the 
C.N.E. waa concemad, proven to be 
the best. There waa an affinity be- 1 
tween fairs and the preca. Of all 
community announcement*: those 

concerning the Exhibition were the 
Rrst In \hi minds of the newspaper 
men. Premier yerguson had paid a 
tribute to the worth of fair* when 
he instituted sn annual dinner. Mr. 
Hay suggested that tha Premier of 
Ontario go further and establish ■ 
Ptmjclty department for the r*H 
faliw of the province. 

J. C. Simpson, of Chicago, report- 
ed that when he ha* to do with ad- 



t’oa on t\e question:* Thoee taking 
part In t*e discussion* Included J. 
MacKAntls, of New Weotfnlns’ar, 
B.C.J Col. 8ydn^y E. Francis, tec- 
tetary of tho fihcrbr«oke Exhibition, 
Quebec, and H. tl Richardson, sec- 
retary-manager of the Cnfgary Ex- 
hibition, Alberta. 

FoIloOrfng a debate on “Condltklne 
for allocating grant* fforn breeders

W. Watcra, who represented 
U 10 Canadian National Exhibition 
at Wembley, polntod' out that there 
can bv ovcr-advvrtlslng. and he 
thought tho English Fair offended 
In this direction, particularly In con- 
nection with tho advance posters 
These posters .wcto remarkable 
work* of srt, since eoch one was 
produced by a member of t\e Rojsl 
Academy, but tho effect wo* to ln- 
duaa people to expect much more 
than they could hope, to see. Stilt, 
ho boped that Wembley would be 
carried on unuther year, and ho wits 
certain It would bo If the Prlnco of 
Wales would oak for It. The ITlncc. 
he felt, is the greatest herald of 
Empire within tho Empire, and If 
the Prince woqld but oak It all tho 
dominion*, Vlth tho possible excep- 
tion of New Zealand, would aend ex- 
hibits for another year. New Zea- 
land could hardly be expected to do 
that, since, It Is holding an Interna- 
tional fair of Its o*^n. with a very 
limited local population to appeal 
to.-

Crown Prosecutor Holds 
Stewart Had Share of 
Responsibility. 

$30,000,000 TO GUARD

A.'ur a trial lasting for two week*, 
the hearing against J. F. Jr. Stewart, 
director of the Homo Bailk, cam* to 
a olo«w» yewerdny and Judgment was 
reserved by Judge Coatsworth until 
December 1*. The whole of the day 
w-vi given over to the arguments pf 
the counsel, and In dosing the case 
yesterday afternoon, Mr. D. U Me. 
Carlhy. Crown Prosecutor, empha- 
slzed the- fait that when a dlroctor 
accepts a position on tho hoard of a 
bank his first duties were toward 

the shareholders. gfldiUhe depositors. 

and not toward himself, hi* friends! 
or the companies in which his 
friends weie Interested. 

Mr. McCarthy went on to point 
out that the affairs of the Bank fot 
the pase six years were a process of 
"gambling in the hope that the as- 
sets coutd bo sold." At tho same time, 
he insisted, the Rank waj paying 
dividends on the assumption of that 
hope. He could “not concclvo of 
anything more scandalous” than the 
manner In which tho Interest ac- 
counts wort treated during the last 
year of the Home Hank's operation*, 
while Mr. SteAart was on the' Boafd; 
and he added that the "gambling 
with hope” was wrong every time, 
and’ that eventually the time came 
when, through Hearing book en- 
tries as cash, thbre was not enough 
money to go around and the Bank 
fud to close Its doors. That, he main- 
tained, was the sort of thing which 
continued during the period Mr. 
St**\vart was on the board. 

WRh regard to that. Xfr. Me- 
‘Carthy's attitude was that no -man 
needed to accept a position as di 
rector of ft bank. There wo* no obll 
g-itlon upon him to do so; but hav- 
ing accepted such a post of responsl 
blllty, It wa* no excuse for him to 
say that he waa *0 engrossed with 
his own affairs that ho did not have 
the time to' look Into the affair* of 
the bank, for which he had accepted 
the responsibility. 

Re-ponjdblo Tor $ 20 , 000 , 000 . 

"It must have b{«n a perfectly 
simple thing for Mf. Stewart or any 
other dlreotor^to look up the books 
and statements of the Bank and dis- 
cover that since 19 14 the deposit* 
had Increased from sight or 
million dollars to around twenty 
Hon*.” the Crown continued, 
was the sum for .which h# accepted 
responsibility: and I venture to «»y 



that If all the assets of all the direc- 
tors were added together th*y would 
not amount t p that sura. There wer^ ► 
«wenty millions of money held In' 
trust for the public; and I must say 
that Jf Mr. Stewart was too much en- 
grossed In hi* own affair* to keep 
a close eye upon that twenty mil- 
lion deposit of the public, then ho 
wa* very Ul-*4vl*ed to accept the 
portion of director. And I think ha 
will agree with me to-day.” t 

Mr. I. F. Hellmuth. acting for the 
defence, advanced the argument tltat 
Mr. Btewart could not possibly have 
been expected to know all the de- 
lalta of the Bank*# affairs, and that 
probably h* had merely taksn the 
word of older director* that every- 
thing wa* all right. 

“If there was any evidence to the 
effect that l^e had taken the word 
oj others, or that iny person, direc- 
tor or manager of tho Bank, had told 
him such a thing a* that, then your 
Honbr would b« entitled to take It 
Into consideration.” Jlr. jfcCarthy 
repiled, “but there Is noi a word -of 
evidence to that effect.” 

After reviewing the transactions of 
the Home Bank nllh the various 
companies In which Mr. Htewart was 
Interested. Mr. McCarthy naked: 
a business ruan appointed as direc- 
tor of a bank to obtain ctedlis for 
htrnself and for his friend*, or to 
look after lho interests of the de- 
positors and the shareholders. 

Si<n< art's Borro\dnp. 

Mr. fitswart. he rocalled from the 
evidence, became a director on June 
13. of 1 922; he took hi* scat on tbe 
Board on June 20. and. according 
to the minutes which were preeent- 
ed to the court, the first transaction 
on that date was the consideration 
of the application of the Mercantile 
Securities, "which was practically 
Mr. Stewart”, for a loan of $1S«.02S.- 
74. At the jams meeting the- Manu- 
facturers' concern borrowed $40,000. 

“That- indicate* that at the first 
meeting which Mr. Stewart, at- 
tended as director he took 
care of two of the companies 
In which he' was lntereated." 
the Crown • Prowcutor contin- 
ued. "And at tho next meetlnr, at 
which Mr. Stewart tree preeont, he 
took care of the Port/Credit Brick 
Company and the Point Anne Quar- 
ries. both of which had their credit 
renewed for ono year, and In both 
of which he van Interested.’.’ 

So he asked the Judge to consid- 
er whether a bank .director should 
have hi* first Interest for the pub- 
lic or. tor hi* own affairs. 

Mr. Hellmuth contended that hi* 
client wa* not negligent In falling 
to go to the booka of the Bonk and 
Inform* himself upon ell tho details 
arlous transactions. Such id ob 



Intolerable burden. The reply- 
Crown waa that under the Bank Act 
the director* had the power to em- 
ploy men whose duty It wa* to keep 
them accurately and fully Informed 
as to the affairs of the Bank, and 
he ventured to say that, wtih all 
the offtclaLe available at the herfd of- 
fice. It would have been possible for 
an experienced bg*dnesa man to in- 
form himself within twenty min- 
ute* as to the actual condition -of 
affairs. Jlr. McCarthy concluded Ills 
ca*e by dectxrlng that there was not 
only negligence on .tho part of Mr.
